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HIP hits out 
at National 
Grid turbine 
vandalism 

MP GLYN Davies this week 
condemned the National 
Grid for planning to ‘van¬ 
dalise’ Mid Wales and Shrop¬ 
shire as massive lorries 
loaded with wind turbine 
blades travelled through the 
area. 

The power giant wants to 
join hundreds of wind tur¬ 
bines to the power supply 
through 100 miles of over¬ 
head pylons or underground 
cables linked to a huge sub¬ 
station in either Llanfair 
Caereinion, near Welshpool, 
or Abermule, near New¬ 
town. An announcement is 
due to be made this month as 
to which route is preferred 
for the power lines. 

But Mr Davies, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire’s Conservative 
MP, said the National Grid 
was bringing down a ‘guillo¬ 
tine’ on the area. 

He said: “Later in May, in 
an act of grotesque vandal¬ 
ism, National Grid is 
expected to announce 
whether it has decided to 
wreck the Severn Valley or 
the Vyrnwy Valley. 

“National Grid is prepar¬ 
ing to pass sentence on one 
of the UK’s most beautiful 
valleys in an act of the most 
grotesque vandalism ever 
visited upon Mid Wales. 

“National Grid will tell us 
where they want to build 
their environment-destroy¬ 
ing 20-acre sub-station and 
associated 100 miles of 
power cables. 

“I just do not know how 
these people can sleep at 
night, knowing how many 
people’s lives they are intent 
on destroying.”

Tailbacks after three-vehicle crash 


RUSH hour commuters faced delays 
yesterday morning (Wednesday) after 
a three-vehicle crash blocked the A5 at 
the Shotatton crossroads between 
Oswestry and Shrewsbury. 

A man in his fifties was cut free from 
a Citroen Xsara which was in collision 
with a Renault articulated lorry and a 
Renault Clio at 7.40am and he was 
taken to hospital with head injuries. 

Paramedics, police and firefighters 
attended the crash on one of the 
county’s busiest roads to treat the 
casualties and direct traffic. 


An air ambulance was called to the 
scene and set down in a field behind the 
Enigma Restaurant but was not 
needed. 

The road was blocked for more than 
an hour and a half causing huge tail¬ 
back in both directions and on minor 
roads as the police set up diversions. 

Chris Kowalik, spokesman for West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, said: 
“The driver of the car had a slight head 
injury. He was checked over at the 
scene and his injury didn’t require a 
flight to hospital. 


“He was immobilised with the use of 
a spinal board and neck collar and was 
taken by ambulance to Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital.” 

There were no injuries to the other 
drivers. 

Motorists travelling from Shrews¬ 
bury were redirected by police towards 
either Knockin and Maesbury or Ruy- 
ton-XI-Towns on the B4397. 

Others were diverted at Queen’s 
Head to Rednal and it was reported 
that no traffic was allowed into West 
Felton. 


DEATH TRIAL TOLD 

OF JAIL GANG FEARS 


TWO MEN charged with the manslaughter of an 87-year-old Oswestry 
pensioner asked to be placed in a special protection wing while 
awaiting trial Stafford Crown Court has been told.

Peter Marston, 23, formerly of Swan Lane, Oswestry, told the jury that he and Danny 
Keeble had agreed to put their differences behind them and Took out for each other’ while 
on remand at Winson Green Prison in Birmingham. 

Marston and Keeble, 26, of no fixed address both deny the manslaughter of Mr Charles 
Green and assault with intent to rob him - a year ago on May 2, 2011. Marston further 
denies burglary at Mr Green’s home in Ambleside Road, a charge which Keeble admitted. 

While cross examined by Miss Debbi 
Gould, prosecuting, Marston said he and his 
co-defendant had not talked about the case 
despite sharing a cell since last October . 

“We asked to go on the protection wing as 
vulnerable persons because of the gangs in 
prison,” Marston said, agreeing with Miss 
Gould that they feared violence from people 
finding out the allegations against the pair. 

“We agreed not to talk about the case and 
to look out for each other while in prison 
despite out differences,” said Marston. 

Prosecution and defence barristers were 
addressing jurors as they summed up on 
Wednesday with the case expected to finish 
by the end of the week. 

Earlier in court the two men charged with 
Mr Green’s manslaughter blamed each 
other for assaulting the pensioner. 

Keeble and Marston have both denied 
being the one who caused Mr Green injuries 
including a shattered hip and head injuries 
that led to bleeding in the brain. 

Marston told the jury that he had not set 
foot inside the bungalow. “I told him to get 
out and leave it but he went back into the 
home and I was by the back door,” he said. 

Keeble said while searching rooms he 
heard a thud and believed Marston had 
pushed someone against the wall.

Library hub 
plan is put 
on ice over 
objections 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
move some council services 
into Oswestry Library have 
been put on hold. 

Shropshire Council was 
accused by objectors of try¬ 
ing to “hijack” the library’s 
foyer by setting up what 
bosses have referred to as a 
“service hub”. 

Campaigners argued that 
council business should 
carry on being conducted 
next door to the library at 
the council’s Castle View 
offices, and claimed setting 
up a hub would affect the 
tone and use of the library. 

Council Leader Keith Bar- 
row confirmed that 
although the authority still 
wanted to develop the serv¬ 
ice hub concept in Oswestry, 
it would look again at the 
proposal for the library. 

He said: “Shropshire 
Council is committed to the 
concept of service hubs 
which would provide cus¬ 
tomers with access to a wide 
range of services and infor¬ 
mation in one place. 

“We still plan to open the 
first of these hubs in 
Oswestry and, as it will be 
the first, we want to be sure 
we get it right.” 


The replacement blades 
were en route from 
Ellesmere Port to Cefn 
Croes windfarm. 

Michelle Lloyd, one of the 
campaigners, said the trans¬ 
port caused traffic chaos, 
with queues of up to a mile 
building behind the lorries. 

She said: “They started to 
come quite early and were 
through Four Crosses by 
7.30am, Welshpool by 8am 
and Newtown shortly after. 

“It was right on rush hour 
and I believe it caused a lot of 
problems.” 

Slow 

Gary Bennett, a resident 
of Four Crosses, said: “The 
queue behind the lorry was 
about a mile by the time it 
had got to the new round¬ 
about and it was very slow 
indeed. 

“It took its time getting 
around the roundabout and 
to be honest it is a worrying 
time because this could 
become a regular thing.” 

Dyfed-Powys Police con¬ 
firmed that it had sent a 
motorcycle and car escort. 

Richard Bonfield, from 
Stop, an anti-windfarm 
group, added: “The wind- 
farm was constructed in 
2003 and since then all of the 
blades have been replaced at 
least once - this has involved 
transport to and from East¬ 
ern Europe. The Co2 impact 
of these journeys and extra 
construction and mainte¬ 
nance has not been included 
in any evaluation under¬ 
taken by the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment, to our knowledge.”

iwo in manslaughter case 
blame attack on each other

TWO men charged with the manslaughter of 87-year-old Charles 
Green after a break-in at his home in Oswestry have blamed each 
other for assaulting the pensioner. 

Danny Keeble and Peter Marston have both denied being the one who caused Mr Green 
injuries including a shattered hip and head injuries that led to bleeding in the brain. 

The father and grandfather died in the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital on June 2 last year, 
exactly a month after the assault. 

Marston, 23, formerly of Swan Lane and Keeble, of no fixed address, deny manslaughter 
and assault with intent to rob. Marston further denies burglary at Mr Green’s home in 
Ambleside Road, a charge Keeble has admitted. Marston told the jury at Stafford Crown 

Court he had not been inside the bungalow. 

“Keeble had suggested going ‘scouting - 
out on the rob’ in the early hours of May 2,” 
Marston said. He said the intention was to 
break into garden sheds and not into homes. 

“I was about four gardens away and 
noticed he was climbing through a window. 
I ran over to him and said ‘what are you 
doing’. He was half way in and half hanging 
out,” Marston said. 

“He was rooting around in the lounge 
area and then he opened the side door and 
said ‘come in’. I told him to get out and leave 
it but he went back into the home and I was 
by the back door. I didn’t go inside.” 

Voices 

Marston said he heard voices and inside 
and he told the jury he decided to leave. 

“Keeble caught me up on Brookhouse 
Road. We were by the steps to Shelf Bank 
and I saw he had blood on his hands. He 
wiped them on the steps to get the blood 

On Monday Keeble told the jury he had 
gone into the house and Marston had fol¬ 
lowed. Keeble told police while searching 
rooms he heard a thud and believed 
Marston had pushed someone against the 
wall. He saw two figures in the hallway. 

“I think he was trying to wrestle. I should 
have gone over and done something. He was 
out of order. He was rattling him and shak¬ 
ing him. I was frozen, I was shocked, I stood 
there watching, shocked.” 

Keeble told the jury the two ran off and 
burnt clothes belonging to Marston in a bin 
near the Lloyd Street allotments a claim 
denied by Marston. 

The jury has heard footwear prints found 
in the house included one matching Kee¬ 
ble’s trainer and one of a Reebok Classic 
trainer, the type worn by Martson. 

But forensic scientists say the ‘wear’ of 
the print was not the same as the trainers 
seized by police from Marston. 

The hearing continues and is likely to 
reach a conclusion by the end of the week. 


Town traffic 
survey plan 
on concerns 

A SURVEY has started in Oswestry to look 
at the flow of traffic around the town centre 
after ongoing concerns about the number of 
vehicles on the streets. 

Issues have also been raised about drivers 
parking outside Marks & Spencer and there 
have been problems over a crossing 
between Middleton Road, Shrewsbury 
Road and Roft Street. 

For the past couple of months councillors, 
traders, residents and officials have been 
discussing the issues. 

A debate was also held on Oswestry’s 
Chamber of Commerce website about 
whether one of the main thoroughfares, 
Cross Street, should be reopened. 

Rumble strips have now appeared along 
some of the main roads, including Salop 
Road and English Road. The Trinity Area 
Residents’ Association has been calling for 
something to be done about the traffic. 

Councillor Martin Bennett local member 
for Oswestry East, said: “Oswestry resi¬ 
dents have raised traffic issues with town 
and Shropshire councillors over a long 
period, and part of our concern has been the 
risk of trying to solve one problem and mak¬ 
ing another one worse. 

“I am pleased we are now starting to get 
the essential information we need to help us 
find solutions which will make life easier for 
pedestrians in crossing the roads, and driv¬ 
ers in getting around the town.”

HOTEL BOSSES have objected to plans by 
coffee chain Starbucks and fast food outlet 
KFC to build drive through restaurants in 
Oswestry. 

The plan to build the restaurants at the 
Oswestry Gateway development site near 
Mile End roundabout, creating more than 
60 jobs, have also been criticised by the 
town’s Civic Society. 

Bosses at Premier Inn fear the customers 
to the restaurants will disturb their guests 
unless the proposed opening times are 
altered. 

And Civic Society leaders say the busi¬ 
nesses will damage initiatives such as the 
one led by fashion guru Mary Portas to dis¬ 
courage out of town developments. 

Lee Sharp, general manager at Premier 
Inn, said in an objection letter to Shropshire 
Council: “My objection relates to the appli¬ 
cant’s intention to implement opening 
times from 6am to 3am on weekdays, week¬ 
ends and Bank Holiday periods.” 


He said: “This will be a celebration of 
sport and we want to celebrate these people 
by having a hall of fame at the leisure centre. 

“We will have photos mounted along the 
gallery in the leisure centre. 

“We have about half a dozen in mind.

“Hopefully the hall of fame will be added 
to in the future.” 

Mr Hancock, addressing Oswestry Town 
Council’s annual meeting, said the 
Oslympics was shaping up to be a huge 
event. 

He said there were about 50 sports clubs 
in Oswestry and so far 42 separate events 
had been planned for the week of July 6-15. 

Mr Hancock said: “The sports clubs are 
organising the events and competitions and 
we are helping with the flags, banners and 
publicity. 

“The first event will be a parade through 
the town on June 30 with all the clubs 
dressed in their sports kit. 

“On July 6 there will be the official open¬ 
ing ceremony. 

“During the week there will be huge 
amount of sporting activities from top level 
competition to have a go workshops. 

“There will be a 10km road race, a 
triathlon and a duathlon.”

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Jury clears 
pair over 
pointing 
BB gun 

TWO YOUNG men accused 
of pointing a BB gun at the 
face of an off duty police offi¬ 
cer outside a public house in 
Mid Wales have been cleared 
by a jury. 

Damian Kulpinski, 19, of 
Severn Street, in Welshpool, 
and Mateusz Kowalczyk, 23, 
of Salop Road, Welshpool, 
had both denied possessing 
an imitation firearm with 
intent to cause fear of vio¬ 
lence. 

But at Mold Crown Court 
the jury returned with not 
guilty verdicts. 

The court heard how the 
two men had allegedly got a 
handgun out of a rucksack 
outside a public house in 
Welshpool. 

A number of serving, off- 
duty officers and retired offi¬ 
cers had been walking from 
one pub to another in Welsh¬ 
pool in May of last year when 
the incident was alleged to 
have occurred. 

Mr Kowalczyk was alleged 
to have pointed the gun at 
Constable Bob Beaman 
before being grabbed by 
other officers and 
restrained. 

But Mr Kowalczyk said 
they were taking the BB gun 
for target practice and the 
gun remained in the ruck¬ 
sack when he was restrained 
by police officers. 

He told the jury he did not 
believe he had pointed it at 
anyone. 


£500,000 boost for plan 

to improve route links

MORE THAN £500,000 is to be invested to improve walking and 
cycling routes in Oswestry, it has been announced. 

The funding will be spent on improving links in the east of the town and has been wel¬ 
comed by town and county councillors. 

Some of the funding has already been used to complete a footpath from Ascot Road to 
Harlech Road. 

Other projects include improvements to Wilfred Owen Green to connect Coney Green to 
the new Oswestry medical centre and a stepped path on Shelf Bank linking Queen Eliza- 

- beth Drive and the Wilfred Owen Green. 

Improvements are being lined up 
between Shelf Bank and Unicorn Road and 
a new path is expected along the route of the 
disused Cambrian railway line from Coney 
Green to Maesbury Road, creating a pedes¬ 
trian/cycle link from the industrial estate to 
the town centre. 

Popular 

A path between east Oswestry and the 
new leisure centre in Shrewsbury Road will 
be created and there will be minor improve¬ 
ments to the Watts Dyke path. 

Martin Bennett, a Shropshire councillor 
for Oswestry East, said: “I am really pleased 
that, at a time when public funding is so 
tight, we have been able to get some money 
from central government to help with these 
schemes. 

“Some of the projects are ones that I have 
lobbied for, and to be able to say ‘yes we can’, 
rather than the more usual ‘sorry there is 
no cash to do this’, is great.” 

Fellow town and Shropshire councillor 
Bill Benyon said: “I walk my dog in some of 
the areas, and having spoken to my fellow 
walkers I am sure these projects will be very 
popular.” 

Vince Hunt, Shropshire councillor for 
Oswestry West, said: “I am delighted that 
this money is available to make projects 
happen.”

Visitors enjoy

Tony Rhodes, BT’s network manager, 
said the technology used for the telephone 
voting worked extremely smoothly. 

He said: “Thorough preparation ensured 
that the first round of voting for The Voice 
was an absolute success, particularly the 
introduction of a new voting method. 

Seamlessly 

“The special technology which registers 
the votes being cast performed to its full 
potential and as a result there was no con¬ 
gestion at all elsewhere during the 40- 
minute voting window, so voting calls and 
normal calls flowed seamlessly. 

“We’re not allowed to say precisely how 
many votes were cast, but for a brand new 
show and on its first voting night, there 
appears to be great interest in the show 
itself and indications were that voting levels 
were high when compared to debut talent 
shows.” 

The BT centre is well-known for its role of 
monitoring the UK’s communications net¬ 
work when popular voting shows like 
Strictly Come Dancing and X-Factor are 
taking place, as well as during big telethons 
such as the BBC’s Children in Need and 
Comic Relief.

Council chief's tribute to 
hardworking mother, 87

A ‘HARDWORKING’ and ‘selfless’ former Oswestry mayor who 
was part of one of the county’s most prominent political families 
has died at the age of 87. 

Doris Barrow passed away peacefully at Wrexham Maelor Hospital on Sunday. 

Her son, Keith Barrow, is the leader of Shropshire Council, his wife, Joyce, is also a 
county councillor and their children Kirsty and James served on the former Oswestry 
borough authority while both in their early twenties. 


Councillor Barrow this 
week paid tribute to his 
mother, saying: “I am 
incredibly proud of her for 
the way she worked hard 
all her life. 

“She was selfless and a 
workaholic.” 

Mrs Barrow became an 
Oswestry Town councillor 
for Castle ward in 1999 
and served until July 2010 
when she stepped down. 

She was also chosen to 
represent the town as 
mayor in 2007 and selected 
Oswestry Stroke Club as 
one of her mayoral chari¬ 
ties. 

Agent 

Councillor Barrow said 
that his mother had had a 
number of jobs including 
scrubbing floors and deco¬ 
rating. 

“She ran a shop, which 
was known as Benny Bens. 
It sold everything. 

“She ran the shop and 
everyone knew her. 

“She loved it and it was 
her life. She would be there 
until 9pm in the evening. 

“She gave up the shop 
and became an agent for a 
carpet company which 
turned into a business on

Bailey Street. She worked 
there for 30 years. 

“She knew everyone and 
people who bought carpets 
from her became friends 
and would come in for cups 
of tea. 

“She worked full time 
until she was 82 years old.” 

Born Doris Evans on 
November 8, 1925, she 
attended the National 
School, in Welsh Walls, and 
passed her 11 plus exams 
but couldn’t carry on with 
education because the uni¬ 
forms were too expensive. 

Her first job was at a fish 
and chip shop on Castle 


Street when she was 14. 
She married Eric Barrow 
in 1951. 

Mrs Barrow also helped 
with the charity Helping 
Hands and enjoyed playing 
darts for the Golden Lion 
pub in Oswestry. 

Mr Barrow said in the 
last five and a half years of 
her life she saw both her 
grandchildren marry, her 
son become leader of the 
council and she attended a 
garden party with him at 
Buckingham Palace.

She came from a family 
of Oswestrians where both 
her father and grandfather 
had served in the fire serv¬ 
ice. 

Friend Shirley Tart said: 
“She had a great humour 
but I suspect didn’t suffer 
fools lightly. 

“I only saw her occasion¬ 
ally but over a long num¬ 
ber of years and she was 
one of those people, 
upholders of the commu¬ 
nity, great contributor who 
help make this job so 
worthwhile.

KILLING BADGERS will 
not reduce the incidence of 
TB in cattle. Inoculation of 
humans against TB was the 
strategy that worked and 
was very successful to pro¬ 
tect the human population 
from this disease. 

Inoculation of cattle 
against TB is the only sure 
and best way of protecting 
the cattle, through their own 
immune systems. 

Keeping vectors away is 
not practicable, as birds, 
other animals and humans 
can carry the bacteria and it 
can be present as spores in 
soil. The badger is being tar¬ 
geted unreasonably and 
unfairly. 

Keeping cattle in opti¬ 
mum conditions and avoid¬ 
ing having too high a density 
on fields will help too.

A: In the case of an aneurysm the consequences can be very different if an early diagnosis is achieved. It would appear that in your husband’s case the hospital failed to 
diagnose a serious medical condition, resulting in devastating consequences. A court may well find the hospital negligent. 

Clinical negligence is however a highly specialist area and handling a compensation claim for clinical negligence is very different to handling a standard personal injury 
compensation claim. Cases can be fiercely defended, so it is important for a claimant to be represented by a specialist legal team with support from carefully selected medical 
experts in the relevant field.

PEOPLE in the Welshpool area 
are being asked to help stop 
scam mail with a message from 
the county council - ‘turn them in 
and turn the tide’. 

The message is part of the Scam 
Awareness campaign, run by the coun¬ 
cil’s trading standards department, 
which is urging residents and busi¬ 
nesses to hand in any scam mail they 
receive to designated libraries through¬ 
out May. 

Residents can hand in any suspicious 
letters at Welshpool Library. 

Ken Yorston, the council’s trading stan¬ 
dards manager, said: “Targets of these 
scams, often the elderly or vulnerable, can 
find themselves on the receiving end of 
wave after wave of letters - some being 
sent up to 600 misleading letters a month 
from across the world. 

Riches 

“Those that fall victim to the mailings 
can send off hundreds of pounds a month 
over many years. Despite the riches prom¬ 
ised in each letter, they will never win a 
penny. These scam mailings are an 
absolute menace and the message is ‘turn 
them in and turn the tide’. 

“The mailings received in this year’s 
‘scamnesty’ will be analysed and the infor¬ 
mation shared with partner enforcement 
agencies in the UK and abroad. This will 
help to build a picture of what is going on 
and crackdown on the senders and their 
networks.”

TWO POLISH nationals who targeted homes in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales during a £300,000 burglary spree have been jailed for seven 
years. 

Homes in Shrewsbury, Newtown, Welshpool, Abermule and Montgomery were among 
those raided by Krzysztof Karmaciuk and Ryszard Elert. 

Karmaciuk, 35, and Elert, 37, admitted carrying out 114 burglaries from Wiltshire 
through Gwent, Dyfed-Powys, North Wales, West Mercia and Cheshire at a hearing at Mold 
Crown Court. 

Karmaciuk admitted 110 of the burgla¬ 
ries and Elert 67 between October 2010 and 
December last year. The pair will automati¬ 
cally be deported when they have served 
their sentence. 

Stolen property amounted to £318,000 - 
£77,000 in West Mercia, £51,000 in Gwent, 

£54,500 in Dyfed-Powys, £5,000 in Cheshire 
and £130,000 in North Wales. All property 
in Wiltshire has been recovered.

Police say haul value may exceed £500,000 


THE HAUL of items stolen by two 
Polish men during hundreds of bur¬ 
glaries across the country - including 
dozens of homes in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales - could be worth in excess 
of £500,000, police have claimed. 

Detective Inspector Diane Davies of 
Dyfed-Powys Police said it was 
believed Ryszard Elert and 
Krzyszstof Karmaciuk, both from 
Poland, had taken property and pos¬ 
sessions worth more than half a mil¬ 
lion pounds while carrying out 114 
burglaries between October 2010 and 
December last year. The two men 
were both jailed for seven years on 
Friday. 

DI Davies, the officer in charge of 
the investigation, also praised the 
efforts of other police forces in help¬ 
ing to provide information about 
Elert and Karmaciuk. 

The gang operated from Wiltshire 
and carried out burglaries at homes in 
North Wales, Dyfed-Powys, Gwent, 
West Mercia and Cheshire police 
authority areas. 

Targeted 

More than £300,000 of goods is 
known to have been taken during the 
raids, including £77,000 from homes 
in West Mercia and £54,500 in Dyfed- 
Powys. 

Homes in Shrewsbury, Welshpool, 
Newtown, Abermule and Mont¬ 
gomery were among those targeted. 

But DI Davies today said it was 
believed the value of burglaries was 
actually in excess of £500,000. 

DI Davies said: “These two men 
have committed house burglaries 
across the country, they have created 
hundreds of victims of crime 

“The value of the burglaries they 
have committed is conservatively 
estimated to be in excess of £500,000. 

“This monetary value clearly does 
not take into account the emotional 
value attached to the property stolen 
nor indeed the impact on the victims 
as a result of the offences.

“Things are going well on the Welsh side 
but not so well over in England. 

“It is disappointing to be told by the High¬ 
ways Agency they have no plans for the 
moment but we will keep battling. 

“We are not going to go away.”

long-time battle to get a new road built in 
the area. 

The villages are split by the busy A483 
which runs through both villages, taking 
traffic from Shropshire into Mid Wales.

“The Welsh Assembly Government have 
understood this and have built a bypass at 
Four Crosses further down the A483. 

“Unfortunately that is not the case in 
England and we are always worried that a 
major incident or tragedy will happen in 
Pant and Llanymynech because of the vol¬ 
ume of traffic. 

“We firmly believe a bypass is the only 
option for our communities.” 


New hope for 
playgroup with 
pledge on cash 


LLANFYLLIN’S cash- 
strapped playgroup could be 
saved from closure after 
council chiefs vowed to find 
the cash to keep it going, 
delighted town councillors 
have been told. 

Fears had been voiced for 
the future of the playgroup 
near the Shropshire/Welsh 
border amid warnings it had 
only enough money to run 
for a few more months. 

Town councillors called 
for action to save the service, 
which has been operating in 
the town for 40 years and 
has 18 children on its books. 

The town’s county coun¬ 
cillor Peter Lewis said he 
had urged Powys County 
Council to get on with a 
review of playgroups in the 
county and find a funding 
formula to ensure Llanfyllin 
remained open. 

He told a town council 
meeting he had received an 
e-mail from cabinet member 
Stephen Hayes announcing 
the county council was look¬ 
ing at finding sustainable 
funding for the playgroup. 

Mr Hayes said in his e- 
mail: “The review of funding 


of settings has of necessity 
been countywide, and this 
means it was a lengthy piece 
of work which took officers 
longer than anticipated. 

“The outcome is a portfo¬ 
lio-holder report, rather 
than a report to cabinet, and 
whilst the details are still 
subject to discussion I can 
confirm that I intend to 
approve a sustainability 
payment to Llanfyllin play¬ 
group, hopefully with an ele¬ 
ment of backdating. 

“Sustainability payments 
are designed to help the via¬ 
bility of groups where num¬ 
bers may be at or just below 
a critical level. Officers will 
be in contact with the play¬ 
group management shortly 
to discuss details.” 

Councillor Lewis told the 
meeting he was encouraged 
by the response. 

He said: “This is a good 
outcome. It is county wide 
although Llanfyllin raised it. 

“The town council lobbied 
for this and it has worked.” 

Councillor John Brau- 
tigam congratulated Coun¬ 
cillor Lewis on his work to 
get the funding.

THE MAN who launched a frozen 
food empire in Leg Street, Oswestry, 
back in 1970 was back in town to sup¬ 
port the Oswestry & Border Chroni¬ 
cle. 

Malcolm Walker, who recently com¬ 
pleted a £1.45 billion takeover of the 
Iceland company, was guest speaker 
at the Lion Quays Resort on Thurs¬ 
day for the Chronicle’s Business 
Awards. 

Mr Walker became chairman and 
chief executive of Iceland after a man¬ 
agement buyout for the frozen food 
firm from Icelandic bank liquidators. 

An entrepreneur to his fingertips 
Mr Walker was born in Yorkshire in 
1946 and his first venture was as a 
dance promoter while he was still at 
grammar school. 

Leaving without conspicuous aca¬ 
demic qualifications, he immediately

Iceland was founded as a sideline in 
1970 with a single small shop in 
Oswestry selling loose frozen food. 

Mr Walker was chairman and chief 
executive through 30 years of contin¬ 
uous sales growth. 

Following the acquisition of the 
Booker cash and carry business in 
April 2000, Iceland became a food 
group with sales of £5.5 billion. 

Meanwhile Iceland, renamed The 
Big Food Group, floundered under its 
new management. 

The Big Food Group was rescued 
from severe financial difficulties by a 
takeover in February 2005, when he 
returned to Iceland as chief executive 
officer and a member of the consor¬ 
tium that took the company private. 

Last month Mr Walker again 
became chairman and chief executive 
of Iceland after leading a successful 
£1.5 billion management buyout with 
the support of three equity investors. 

Mr Walker was awarded the CBE in 


1995. He has been married to Rhi- 
anydd for more than 40 years and 
they have three children and six 
grandchildren, and live near Chester. 

And he had words of advice for 
shortlisted businesses who were 
attending the function organised in 
conjunction with Oswestry Chamber 
of Commerce. “The secret to success 
is staff morale,” he said. “Without 
your staff you have nothing.” 

Mr Walker advised his audience to 
adopt a three pronged strategy. “Con¬ 
centrate on focus, simplicity and 
accepting reality,” he said. He also 
advised businesses not to be afraid to 
take risks after saying Iceland had 
been the first to introduce home 
deliveries and the first to ban geneti¬ 
cally modified foods along with artifi¬ 
cial flavouring from their shelves. 

Mr Walker went on to present the 
Oswestry Chronicle Business of The 
Year Award to Northern Industrial 
Batteries of Four Crosses.

Lawyer backs will writing regulation 


A LAWYER from an Oswestry law firm 
has backed calls by the Legal Services 
Board (LSB) for all will writing and 
estate administration to be regulated. 

The LSB says latest research found 
serious systematic problems with serv¬ 
ices delivered by a range of different 
providers, together with indications 
that families are being cheated out of 
their inheritances by criminals who are 
exploiting Britain’s wills regulations. 

Richard Lloyd, a partner in the 
Oswestry office of law firm GHP Legal, 


said the call for tighter regulations was 
long overdue. “Huge numbers of peo¬ 
ple have been falling victim to cowboy 
companies who provide badly drafted 
documents for years,” said Mr Lloyd. 

“In July last year the legal ombuds¬ 
man stated that 13 per cent of cases 
brought to him involved problems with 
unregulated will writing firms and 
research figures published last year 
showed that probate fraud now costs 
thousands of victims at least £200 mil¬ 
lion a year. By law in England and 


Wales beneficiaries are not given 
access to estate accounts, they have to 
rely on the honesty of the executor. And 
in some cases people are being per¬ 
suaded by unregulated will writers to 
name them as executors. 

“The Society of Estate and Trust 
Practitioners found 75 per cent of its 
members encountered ‘cowboy’ will 
writers in the last year, including cases 
where people’s identities had been 
stolen allowing wills and property 
deeds changed,” he added.

Campaigners 
eyeing lease 
plan to save 
axed school 

CAMPAIGNERS searching 
for cash to save their near 
100 year old school building 
from being demolished for 
housing may ask to lease it 
while hunting for funds. 

Villagers want to keep 
Maesbury Primary School as 
a community asset after it 
closes in August. A drop-in 
session was held to get ideas 
for the building’s future but 
it was feared it would cost 
too much for a village steer¬ 
ing group to afford to buy. 

Shropshire Council is yet 
to value the property but 
campaigners guess it could 
cost about £500,000. They 
are now looking at ways of 
trying to keep the building 
out of the hands of possible 
developers who, they specu¬ 
late, could demolish it and 
use the land for housing. 

Parish councillor Sue Ch¬ 
alk said they were working 
with community action offi¬ 
cer Corrie Davies to try to 
find grants. “One of the 
ideas that came from the 
drop-in session is to lease the 
building from the council 
rather than buying it out 
right,” she said. 

“This will allow us to stall 
things. The delay would 
mean if we ran a community 
hall and it didn’t work we 
could hand it over to the 
council. If it did work we 
could pursue the funding. 

“The council would still 
get income from us.”

Meeting looks at how to 
spend £lm lottery cash 


A GROUP SET up to help decide how £1 mil¬ 
lion of lottery funding should be spent in 
three Shropshire villages have met to dis¬ 
cuss the next stage of the project. 

The cash has come from the National Lot¬ 
tery’s Big Local programme and will see the 
funding being spent in Gobowen, St Martins 
and Weston Rhyn over the next 10 years. 

About 30 people arrived at a meeting set 
up by the Big Local delivery group to discuss 
the second phase. The group revealed it has 
applied for £20,000 for the second phase. 

Chairman Nick Heard said: “We had a 
long discussion about the next stage of the 
Big Local Project which we have applied for. 

“We tried to put to bed the myth we have 
£1 million in our pockets at the moment. We 


won’t have cash probably for another year. 
It is a 10-year project.” 

He said the money would be spent on 
improving lives in the area and would not be 
spent on anything visible, such as a build¬ 
ing, but would be spent on training. 

“It is a slow process,” said Mr Heard. “We 
are building partnerships with diverse 
groups.

A PIECE of equipment more com¬ 
monly found on a building site will 
play a key part in an arts event in 
Oswestry on Saturday. 

A huge industrial roller will be brought to 
the Screamin Chicken Gallery for a free 
workshop led by artist Amy Sterly. 

The Llanfair Caereinion-based artist spe¬ 
cialises in giant roller printing. 

The workshop will encourage people to 
create art using various materials and watch 
as Miss Sterly’s partner Scott Davies rolls 
over the artwork with the builder’s roller. 

The artist, originally from Chicago, said: 
“It is quite an unusual way of creating art 
but a lot of fun and, of course, revealing the 
work after it has been rolled over is the excit¬ 
ing part.” 

Machinery 

She added: “I help people create and ink 
their work and then we all stand back as 
Scott, who is a builder, operates the roller 
over the work. 

“The workshop is free for anyone to come 
along and create some large scale prints out 
of card, fabric, cork, and scraps. Any age is 
welcome and all materials supplied. 

“People of all ages really love the process. 
Anything involving big machinery is always 
popular with kids.” 

This event coincides with the opening of a 
new exhibition of Miss Sterly’s prints and 
paintings at the gallery from May 3 to June 
3. Miss Sterly has lived in Wales since 1996, 
has exhibited throughout the UK, US and 
Europe and runs printing workshops. 

She received a Wales Arts International 
Travel award in 2004 to attend the Lessedra

The critically acclaimed 
Mini family is expanding 
again. 

Hot on the wheels of the Coupe comes 
the launch of the sixth unique model in 
the line-up, the eagerly anticipated and 
all-new Mini Roadster. 

Mini continues to rewrite the rule- 
book: this is the first open-topped two- 
seater in the company’s history. The 
cutting-edge design is typically Mini - an 
authentic reinterpretation of a classic 
motoring concept. This latest model 
offers the fun of driving a taut-handling 
roadster, with all the character of MINI. 
And being built at Plant Oxford means it 
can justifiably claim to be a spiritual suc¬ 
cessor to the traditional British road¬ 
sters of old.

The Mini Roadster’s generous list of 
standard equipment includes speed-sen¬ 
sitive steering assistance, electrically 
adjustable and heated exterior mirrors, 
rear Park Distance Control, air condi¬ 
tioning and an audio system with MP3- 
compatible CD player, DAB radio and 
AUX IN connection. Safety features 
include front and head-thorax airbags, 
an extremely rigid windscreen frame 
and polished stainless steel roll-over 
bars for outstanding occupant protec¬ 
tion. 

MINI’S extension list of desirable 
optional extras means the comfort and 


individuality of the Roadster can be 
enhanced in an almost unlimited num¬ 
ber of ways.

In keeping with British roadster 
tradition, the roof remains black. Sport 
stripes, available in three colours for the 
bonnet, boot lid and rear apron, allow 
owners to add an extra personal touch. 


Alloy wheels of 15,16 or 17-inch diame¬ 
ter are standard, depending on the 
model. 

As with the recently launched Mini 
Coupe, all variants of the Mini Roadster 
carry the Cooper name in their model 
titles. Full details of standard and 
optional equipment on each will be 
released nearer the launch. A wide range 
of accessories and personalisation 



Prius Plug-in, which 
reaches showrooms in July, 
offers all the familiar 
virtues of Prius and quite a 
few more. 

It is powered by a full hybrid power- 
train, but thanks to new, rechargeable 
lithium-ion battery technology, it can 
cover longer distances and reach 
higher speeds on electric power alone. 

Once the charge in the battery is 
used, the car switches seamlessly to its 
hybrid system, so there’s no need for 
anxiety about distances. 

As a result, Prius Plug-in achieves a 
new low benchmark in its class for offi¬ 
cial C02 emissions, 49 g/km. 

Recharging the battery is simple 


and speedy, using a power point linked 
to a standard supply, or a street charg¬ 
ing point. Prius Plug-in comes with a 
charging set, including 5m of cabling, 
stored beneath the boot floor. 

Prius Plug-in has LED daytime run¬ 
ning lights and headlights; Toyota 
Touch and Go Plus with touchscreen 
controls, satellite navigation, voice 
recognition, rear-view camera and 
advanced Bluetooth, a DAB digital 
tuner, eight-speaker JBL sound sys¬ 
tem, rain-sensing wipers and cruise 
control. Heated front seats, 15-inch 
alloy wheels and leather steering 
wheel trim are also included. 

Black leather upholstery (£1,500) 
and rear privacy glass (£270) are avail¬ 
able as options, together with a Protec¬ 


tion Pack (rear parking sensors and 
boot liner) and a Style Pack (exterior 
chrome trim elements), both at £360. 

Four exterior colours make up the 
palette for Prius Plug-in, led by Sky 
Blue (metallic), a new shade exclusive 
to the model. Tyrol Silver and Novus 
Grey metallics and White Pearl 
Pearlescent are also available. In the 
cabin the upholstery is Minowa black 
fabric with optional Setana black 
leather. 

The on-the-road price for Prius 
Plug-in is £32,895, but this falls to 
£27,895 with the benefit of the £5,000 
Government grant available on new 
vehicle purchases, provided through 
the Office for Low Emission Vehicles 
(OLEV).

The range of cars from Kia is 
quite extensive and the small¬ 
est one in its arsenal is the 
Picanto. 

This is available in both three and five- 
door hatchbacks and it fits in to the small 
city car type, with a choice of two petrol 
engines, a 68bhp 1-litre three-cylinder or an 
84bhp 1.25-litre engine. 

It can be ordered with an automatic gear¬ 
box or in the case of my test car, stop/start 
technology. 

The engines are a big improvement over 
the previous derivatives and Kia claims fuel 
consumption could be 66mpg. 


Of course we take this with a pinch of salt, 
and in my case achieve mid-50mpg and that 
to me is acceptable. Another bonus is low 
C02 emissions which translates to low 
excise duty payments. 

The whole car has been changed. It has 
become slightly longer and slightly wider, 
and this gives more interior space for pas¬ 
sengers. 

The boot capacity is not over-generous, 
but let us not forgets this is a small car. It is 
sufficient and the rear seats can be split 
60/40 to give you increased boot space. 

In and around town the Picanto is a nippy 
little rewarding car. It feels much bigger 
than it actually is. 

I think this is due to a combination of 
quite reasonable specifications. 

My particular car was in the mid “two 


's new toy 


trim” and this meant that the vehicle had 
air conditioning, Bluetooth with wheel- 
mounted audio controls, and a USB con¬ 
necting point for your music system to 
differentiate it from a cheap 
run-of-the-mill city car. It was quite impres¬ 
sive. 

Eager 

The vehicle itself was easy to drive; the 
1.25-litre engine was an eager performer 
and because of the Picanto’s small size and 
weight proved more than 
adequate for my needs. 

On a reasonably long motorway run it 
easily kept up with the traffic flow and 
didn’t feel strained or laboured at any time. 

In fact it felt reasonably comfortable and 
at home at motorway speed without being 
over stressed. 


Small cars have really come on in leaps 
and bounds but to maintain market share it 
needs to be more than just a good vehicle. 
The little Picanto with the list of standard 
features makes it a viable option to obtain a 
vehicle that even just a matter of 18 months 
or two years ago would not have been so well 
equipped. 

When you add the fact that the Picanto 
has a seven-year 100,000-mile warranty 
(the first three an unlimited warranty), a 
12-year anti-perforation and a seven-year 
paint warranty you begin to understand 
why this manufacturer has taken more and 
more market share in the UK. 

The 1.25-litre petrol will set you back 
£10,195 on the road. If metallic paint ticks 
your box be prepared to spend a further 
£415.

reduce accident rates,” Mr 
Williams said. “For example, 
in 1958 Volvo was the first to 
introduce the seatbelt, but it 
wasn’t until 1983 that it 
became compulsory to wear 
one in the UK when in the 
front seat; something which 
is second nature to us these 
days.”

1932 The Company of Vet¬ 
eran Motorists is founded, a 
year after the publication of 
the first Highway Code. 

1934 A 30mph limit is 
imposed in built-up areas. 
Zebra crossings are intro¬ 
duced.

Season to remember for the 
player they almost forgot 



Shrewsbury loan star Aaron Wildig 


AARON Wildig, the loan ranger 
in Shrewsbury Town’s pro¬ 
moted side, admits he feared 
he would never get another 
chance to impress in blue and 
amber after not starting a game 
for more than four months, 
writes STUART DUNN. 

Wildig helped Town to three 
straight wins after checking in on 
loan from Cardiff City in November. 

But he was then in danger of 
becoming a forgotten man at the 
Greenhous Meadow as, despite boss 
Graham Turner extending his loan 
spell until the end of the season, he 
found himself on the outside looking 
in when it came to being involved on 
matchdays. 

But that all changed when Jon Tay¬ 
lor was sent off in the closing stages of 
March’s 1-0 win at Morecambe - and 
acted as a turning point for the on- 
loan midfielder. 

Turner summoned Wildig from the 
wilderness to hand him a start in the 
ultimately abandoned match at home 
to Port Vale three days later and the 
20-year-old impressed enough to stay 
in the side for the run-in. 

It’s been an incredible turnaround 
in fortunes for Wildig who is 
delighted to have been handed such a 
key role on the right side of midfield 
in Town’s successful quest to reach 
League One. 

“I hadn’t played since November 
apart from being on the bench a few 
times,” said Wildig. 

“It was hard at times but I tried to 


stay fit. I didn’t think I would get 
another chance this season the way it 
was going and how everyone was per¬ 
forming - but football changes 
overnight so it’s been good for me.” 

Wildig vividly recalls the moment 
his own fortunes were transformed 
with Taylor’s red card at the Globe 
Arena paving the way for the Here- 
ford-born player to return to the front 
line of Town’s promotion push at 
such an exciting stage of the cam¬ 
paign. 

“The team played at Morecambe on 
the Saturday and I was sat at home 
just watching the videprinter on Sky 
Sports News,” said Wildig. 

“I saw Jon Taylor had been sent off 
but even then I didn’t think what 
might happen. 

Shock 

“I thought there might be a chance 
of getting in the squad but if you had 
told me that Saturday morning that I 
would be starting on the following 
Tuesday night I would have laughed 
in your face. 

“But that’s what happened and I 
got a start against Port Vale which 
was a shock. 

“I didn’t know what the team was 
going to be but I came in and I’ve done 
all right since.” 

That’s something of an under-state¬ 
ment with Wildig yet to finish on the 
losing side in the 10 matches he’s 
started for the club, 11 if you include 
the abandoned Port Vale match when 
he picked up the pace of the game very 
impressively considering his long 
absence from the first team picture. 

“Hopefully we can keep that going 


and it’s a nice record to have,” said 
Wildig. “I’m enjoying it. I just want to 
play football, be on the pitch and if I 
can do a job, I’m happy to be playing 
anywhere.” 

As for the future, Wildig concedes 
he sees little at Cardiff. His contract 
at the Championship club is due to 
expire shortly and he’s not featured 
for the Bluebirds since Dave Jones, 
who was a big admirer, left South 
Wales last summer. 

“I think that’s it for me at Cardiff 
now,” he confirmed. 

“Without actually telling me, I 
think they’ve made it pretty clear 
that will be my contract up there. 

“I played my games there under 
Dave Jones and he went last summer. 
I think Malky Mackay made his mind 
up in pre-season when I fell ill and 
didn’t really play a game. 

“Sometimes it happens in football 
but it’s about showing strength of 
character to try and come back from 
it. I’ve just got to do my best here and 
assess what’s going on in the sum¬ 
mer. ” 

Wildig stops short of saying he 
would like to make his move to the 
Meadow a permanent one, but you 
sense, from the enthusiasm with 
which he talks about Shrewsbury, he 
would tempted if an offer came his 
way. 

“This is obviously a great club,” 
added Wildig who, being from Here¬ 
ford, might welcome a move to a 
nearby club. 

“There’s a good bunch of lads and 
the staff have been good to me so I’m 
pleased, especially at the moment.”

HE PLAYED over 300 games for Shrewsbury 
Town after helping them gain promotion to 
the old second division in 1979 - and Steve 
Cross still retains tremendous affection for 
his former club. 

Cross, who went on to play for Derby County at the high¬ 
est level and also spent time at Bristol Rovers, has watched 
the vast majority of Town games over the last four seasons 
as expert summariser for BBC Radio Shropshire. 

And here he delivers his verdict on the Town men. 

CHRIS NEAL: He’s had a really good season. There’s 
been the occasional blip along the way but all goalkeepers 
have them. He’s kept us in matches on numerous occasions 
and has had an excellent season since replacing Ben Smith 
between the posts in October. 


JERMAINE GRANDISON: He came into the side after 
seven or eight games and has 
been an absolute breath of 
fresh air. He’s a big fans’ 
favourite with his attacking 
runs and stepovers and under 
Graham’s leadership he has 
learned to become a good 
defender. One for the future 
and another to have enjoyed 
an impressive season. 


JOE JACOBSON: It’s 
been an incredible season 
for Joe after signing from 
Accrington Stanley last 
summer. He’s proved to be 
one of the top left backs in 
the division. 

The only blip was down at 
Plymouth in March where, 
by his standards, he had a 
poor game, but he came back 
into the side quickly enough 
and since being recalled he’s 
been superb.

IAN SHARPS: A great 
captain and he deserved his 
place in the PFA League 
Two team of the season once 
again. There were a couple 
of games earlier in the sea¬ 
son when he probably 
wasn’t happy with his per¬ 
formance, but for the last 
four or five months he’s been 
an absolute rock at the heart 
of the defence. 

He’s had to deal with dif¬ 
ferent central defensive 
partners in Cansdell-Sher¬ 
riff, Hazell and Grandison 
but he’s kept the team 
together. 

SHANE CANSDELL- 
SHERRIFF: Up until his 
shoulder injury against 
Southend in January, I 
thought he was superb. It 
took him a few games to get 
back into it after working his 
way back to fitness, but he’s 
been great in the run-in and 
has played a key role along¬ 
side the captain. 

A great left foot, he gives 


great balance to the heart of 
the defence. One of the play¬ 
ers out of contract in the 
summer but he’s one I would 
definitely like to see stay at 
the Meadow. 

AARON WILDIG: I’m 

hoping Graham offers him a 
contract as it looks like he 
will be released by Cardiff 
City at the end of the season. 
The first time we saw him 
was at Newport County in 
the FA Cup and he had a 
decent game out wide. 

He then had a spell when 
he didn’t feature for a while 
but got his chance when Jon 
Taylor was suspended and to 
have since kept Jon and also 
Lionel Ainsworth out of the 
side is a great testament to 
how well Aaron’s done. 

He’s got a good footballing 
brain and has added balance 
to the side at a vital stage of 
the season. 

MATT RICHARDS: For 

me the player of the year. I 
would be amazed if he 
doesn’t walk off with all of 
the prizes after the season 
he’s had as he’s proved to be 
a really astute signing by 
Graham. 

He didn’t have the best of 


starts because he wasn’t fit 
but he gradually started to 
show what an absolutely 
superb player he is and why 
he’s played so many games 
at a higher level with the 
likes of Ipswich. 

I think it will keep getting 
better and better for Matt 
Richards and, like a lot of the 
Town players, life in League 
One should suit him. He’s 
also scored some vital goals 
with his long range strikes 
against Oxford and Port 
Vale. 

NICKY WROE: He’s a 
terrific player and is another 
with a sharp footballing 
brain. A very good passer of 
the ball, he’s really 
impressed me this season. 

After he was injured at 
Bradford on New Year’s Eve 
he had to bide his time to 
return to the side given how 
well Dave McAllister per¬ 
formed when he came in on 
loan from Sheffield United. 

But since he’s got back in 
he’s formed a great partner¬ 
ship with Matt Richards. Also 
takes a great penalty and 
handles the pressure well. 

MARK WRIGHT: I’m 

not sure why he divides 


opinion among Town fans so 
much as I think he’s a 
tremendous asset to the 
squad. He hardly misses a 
game which is a tribute to 
how well he looks after him¬ 
self. 

He’s been a great signing 
by Graham since coming in 
from Bristol Rovers and not 
many wide players score as 
many goals as him. To have 
reached double figures in 
both of his seasons at the 
Meadow is a great effort. 
Reminds me a little of Paul 
Maguire, who I used to play 
with at Shrewsbury, with 
how he goes past defenders. 

JAMES COLLINS: 

What a season it’s been for 
James and yet, ironically, I 
thought he was lacking a lit¬ 
tle bit of match fitness at the 
start. He’s probably been 
Shrewsbury’s most 

improved player and has 
become their number one 
striker on the team sheet. 

He’s knuckled down and 
his goals have been invalu¬ 
able. He’s got a first class 
work rate and never allows 
defenders time to settle. Fit¬ 
ting he should head the goal 
which took Town up against 
Dagenham. 


TERRY GORNELL: 

He’s been a bit hit and miss 
at times but you just know 
Terry’s a young lad who is 
going to keep getting better 
and better. He’s got great 
talent and that’s really 
shone through in the closing 
weeks of the season when 
he’s scored some really 
important goals to keep 
Town near the top of the 
table. 

His two goals against 
Rotherham at the Meadow 
recently were top quality. 

MARVIN MORGAN: It’s 
been difficult for him 
recently because he’s been 
out of the side but every time 
he comes on he looks capable 
of scoring a goal and trou¬ 
bling defences. 

He’s a big, gangly striker 
but he’s got plenty of skill 
and has scored some 
tremendous goals against 
Port Vale and when he came 
off the bench against his for¬ 
mer club Aldershot not too 
long ago. Another good asset 
for Graham. 

JON TAYLOR: One of 

my favourite players. I love 
his attitude and approach to 
the game. Has been in and 


out of the side this season 
but he’s one for the future 
and part of a very talented 
squad. 

SEAN McALLISTER: 

He’s been very unlucky not 
to have played more often as 
he’s a very talented mid¬ 
fielder. Had a good run in the 
side earlier this season and 
also had a great game at 
Middlesbrough in the FA 
Cup but it’s been tough for 
him to get much of a look in 
over recent months with the 
other midfielders doing so 
well. 

BEN SMITH: Started 
the season as first choice 
keeper but then had a bit of 
a dip in form and lost his 
place to Chris Neal. He’s 
since been a great under¬ 
study and has kept Chris on 
his toes. 

The likes of REUBEN 
HAZELL, CONNOR 
GOLDSON, CARL 

REGAN at the back, plus 
young TOM BRADSHAW 
up front and LIONEL 
AINSWORTH earlier in 
the season out wide have 
also contributed to a great 
squad effort.

Warning is 
issued on 
‘free’ panel 
properties 

THE Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors is urg¬ 
ing caution to potential buy¬ 
ers looking at properties 
with ‘free’ PV panels, as it 
may lead to their mortgage 
application being declined. 

As many prospective buy¬ 
ers are struggling to secure 
the finance to buy a new 
home, they are hitting fur¬ 
ther difficulties with banks 
and building societies refus¬ 
ing to lend on properties 
with roofs leased for the use 
of ‘free’ PV panels. 

These panels are installed 
by solar companies for free 
who then sell any extra 
energy generated back to the 
grid under the Govern¬ 
ment’s Feed-in Tariff (FiT) 
subsidy. These schemes are 
usually based on leases of 25 
years for use of the roof 
space, which requires the 
prior approval of the mort¬ 
gage lender, which many 
lenders are refusing to give. 

RICS residential spokes¬ 
man for the West Midlands, 
Richard Franklin, said: 
“Given the reluctance of 
lenders to release mortgage 
funds, even the slightest 
deviation from the norm can 
cause problems. Free PV 
panels fall into this category 
and thus, any agreement 
without a “buy out” clause 
maybe sufficient cause for a 
mortgage not to be granted. ” 

He continued: “RICS are 
advising members to inform 
homebuyers of these issues 
and strongly urge anyone 
looking to make an offer on a 
property with ‘free’ PV pan¬ 
els to seek legal advice.”

insurance 
warning for 
open garden 
organisers 

PROPERTY owners who are 
planning to open their gar¬ 
dens to the public this sum¬ 
mer should be aware of the 
potential problems or run 
the risk of a financial 
headache because of hidden 
insurance pitfalls, an insur¬ 
ance expert has warned. 

Philip Rogers-Coltman, 
who heads the Shrewsbury 
office of national insurance 
brokers Lycetts and spe¬ 
cialises in property and 
estates, said home owners 
needed to make sure they 
have adequate cover for a 
wide range of eventualities. 

“Often gardens are open 
for the public as one-off 
events to raise funds for 
charity and the hosts are 
likely to be less aware of 
potential dangers than those 
who open them on a regular 
annual basis,” said Mr 
Rogers-Coltman. 

“Before a commitment is 
made to opening a garden it 
is essential that its owner 
consults their broker with 
details of the event such as 
its date and numbers 
expected. 

“The major consideration 
is public liability and all rea¬ 
sonable measures must be 
taken to prevent accidents 
to others. 

“This could mean ensur¬ 
ing that paths are safe to 
walk on and pruning fragile 
boughs from trees. 

“Refreshments are usu¬ 
ally on offer and all reason¬ 
able steps must be taken to 
make sure that what is being 
eaten or sold is of an accept¬ 
able standard.”

Green car coup 
for local dealer 


GREENHOUS CARS and Commercials’ 
Telford branch is bracing for a busy month 
as it prepares to showcase one of the first 
Vauxhall Amperas in the country. 

Greenhous is one of just 23 UK retailers of the much antic¬ 
ipated eco-friendly addition to the Vauxhall family. The vehi¬ 
cle will be released in May and on April 21 the first Ampera 
model arrived at the Trench Lock showroom. 

Sales manager Dan Foskett said it was a coup for Green¬ 
hous Telford to be chosen to sell the Ampera. 

“We’re experiencing huge interest and advance orders 
already from those drivers who want to be ecologically 
responsible without compromising on performance and 
appearance, and we’re expecting an enormous amount of 
interest when we have one of the first models in the UK on 
site,” he said. 

Spacious 

“A sleek and spacious vehicle that runs on an lllkW elec¬ 
tric battery, it is an extended-range electric vehicle powered 
by technology Vauxhall calls Voltec. It’s different from other 
advanced propulsion systems in that it uses electricity to 
drive the car’s wheels at all times and speeds. 

“Vauxhall’s research demonstrated that the average Euro¬ 
pean driver drives 25 miles or less a day, so the Ampera was 
designed to travel 25-50 miles on battery power alone. 

“However, that’s sometimes unrealistic, so what makes the 
Ampera a revolutionary new addition to the field is its on¬ 
board Range Extender - a compact petrol-powered generator 
with a sole purpose to supply electricity when a driver wants 
to drive beyond the range of the battery. It runs at several 
optimised rpm levels, which have been calibrated for maxi¬ 
mum fuel efficiency,” he said. 

Greenhous has made significant investment in infrastruc¬ 
ture and training to accommodate the Ampera, and techni¬ 
cians Andy Gunner and Matt Shaw took manufacturer 
training to become accredited on the model. 

“The concept is completely different, and will appeal to 
anyone with concerns about C02,” Mr Foskett said. 

“Range Extender means it can travel more than 310 miles 
on its battery and release less than 40g/km of C02. Better still 
- the battery can be charged in less than four hours from a 
240v socket.

“It’s also a spacious vehicle, comfortably carrying four 
adults and having capacity for more than 300 litres of lug¬ 
gage, and benefitting from a stylish exterior. 

“It’s not surprising we’ve had so much interest already - 
it’s proving a hit with families that need space and perform¬ 
ance but don’t want a gas guzzler, and also with businesses 
wanting to improve their own carbon footprint by reducing 
their emissions and impact on the environment. Add to that 
the ever-increasing fuel prices we have to contend with, and 
it’s not difficult to see why demand is so high for a responsi¬ 
ble, economic and efficient alternative.”

The Picanto is Kia 



Kia claims that fuel consumption could be 66mpg 



THE RANGE of cars from Kia 
is quite extensive and the 
smallest one in its arsenal is 
the Picanto. 

This is available in both three and five- 
door hatchbacks and it fits in to the small 
city car type, with a choice of two petrol 
engines, a 68bhp 1-litre three-cylinder or an 
84bhp 1.25-litre engine. 

It can be ordered with an automatic gear¬ 
box or in the case of my test car, stop/start 
technology. 

The engines are a big improvement over 
the previous derivatives and Kia claims fuel 
consumption could be 66mpg. 


Of course we take this with a pinch of salt, 
and in my case achieve mid-50mpg and that 
to me is acceptable. Another bonus is low 
C02 emissions which translates to low 
excise duty payments. 

The whole car has been changed. It has 
become slightly longer and slightly wider, 
and this gives more interior space for pas¬ 
sengers. 

The boot capacity is not over-generous, 
but let us not forgets this is a small car. It is 
sufficient and the rear seats can be split 
60/40 to give you increased boot space. 

In and around town the Picanto is a nippy 
little rewarding car. It feels much bigger 
than it actually is. 

I think this is due to a combination of 
quite reasonable specifications. 

My particular car was in the mid “two 


's new toy 


trim” and this meant that the vehicle had 
air conditioning, Bluetooth with wheel- 
mounted audio controls, and a USB con¬ 
necting point for your music system to 
differentiate it from a cheap 
run-of-the-mill city car. It was quite impres¬ 
sive. 

Eager 

The vehicle itself was easy to drive; the 
1.25-litre engine was an eager performer 
and because of the Picanto’s small size and 
weight proved more than 
adequate for my needs. 

On a reasonably long motorway run it 
easily kept up with the traffic flow and 
didn’t feel strained or laboured at any time. 

In fact it felt reasonably comfortable and 
at home at motorway speed without being 
over stressed. 


Small cars have really come on in leaps 
and bounds but to maintain market share it 
needs to be more than just a good vehicle. 
The little Picanto with the list of standard 
features makes it a viable option to obtain a 
vehicle that even just a matter of 18 months 
or two years ago would not have been so well 
equipped. 

When you add the fact that the Picanto 
has a seven-year 100,000-mile warranty 
(the first three an unlimited warranty), a 
12-year anti-perforation and a seven-year 
paint warranty you begin to understand 
why this manufacturer has taken more and 
more market share in the UK. 

The 1.25-litre petrol will set you back 
£10,195 on the road. If metallic paint ticks 
your box be prepared to spend a further 
£415. 


Eighty years of driving safely 


ROAD safety organisation 
and breakdown cover 
provider GEM Motoring 
Assist is celebrating its 80th 
anniversary and 80 years of 
road safety campaigning. 

Formed in 1932 to champion 
road safety, GEM now supports 
conferences, award schemes and 
research. GEM continues to back 
national and local road safety cam¬ 
paigns, donating equipment for 
training, assessment and vision 
screening, and producing free 
motoring advice and road safety 
leaflets and videos. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams said: “The legend has it 
that our founder was involved in a 
‘near miss’ with a young man in a 
sports car in 1932 and in response, 
a group of friends formed a club to 
encourage Care, Courtesy and 
Concentration on the roads, to 
reduce the growing accident toll... 
and so the Company of Veteran 
Motorists was born. 

“There have been many motor¬ 
ing changes in our 80 years and we 
have played our part. From drink¬ 
driving and motorway speed limits 
to lighter evenings and driving 
with pets, we have moved with the 
times, but our aim is still the 
same: to keep motorists as safe as 
possible on the road.” 

To mark the occasion, GEM has 
found vintage cars, one from each 
of the last eight decades and will 
take them for a drive around the 
Newhouse Estate in Wiltshire. An 
article about the drive will appear 
in the next issue of GEM’s maga¬ 
zine Good Motoring. The piece will 
look at road safety facts and fig¬ 
ures from the past 80 years. 

“It is really interesting to see in 
which decade new laws were intro¬ 
duced to make the roads safer for 
drivers and reduce accident 
rates,” Mr Williams said. “For 


example, in 1958 Volvo was the 
first to introduce the seatbelt, but 
it wasn’t until 1983 that it became 
compulsory to wear one in the UK 
when in the front seat; something 
which is second nature to us these 
days.” Road safety history: 

1932 The Company of Veteran 
Motorists is founded, a year after 
the publication of the first High¬ 
way Code. 

1934 A 30mph limit is imposed 
in built-up areas. Zebra crossings 
are introduced. New drivers have 
to pass a test. 

1935 There are 35 million vehi¬ 
cles on the world’s roads. A 30mph 
speed limit is introduced for towns 
and villages. 

1939 Petrol rationing is intro¬ 
duced, allowing each motorist 
about 200 miles of motoring per 
month. 

1942 Theodore Porter from 
Clevedon in Somerset, joins the 
Company of Veteran Motorists. 
Seventy years later, at 98, he is 
GEM’s longest-serving member. 

1950 The British government 
ends petrol rationing. 

1958 Volvo introduces the seat- 
belt. 

1959 The Ml ‘London to Birm¬ 
ingham’ motorway, the UK’s first 
is opened. 

1961 The ‘MOT’ is introduced 
for cars over 10 years old. 

1965 The Government intro¬ 
duces a 70mph maximum speed as 
a ‘four month experiment’. 

1967 The breathalyser is intro¬ 
duced. All cars sold in Britain 
must now be fitted with front seat- 
belts. 

1973 Motorists queue for petrol 
and speeds are restricted to 
50mph to conserve national stocks 
and consumption. 

1978 The Mercedes Benz S- 
class becomes the first production 
car with ABS. 


1981 The Mercedes Benz S- 
class gets a driver airbag. 

1983 Front seatbelt use 
becomes compulsory in the UK. 

1986 The first speed camera 
was introduced, in Texas. 

1987 All new cars sold in the 
UK must now be fitted with rear 
seatbelts. 

1994 European crash test stan¬ 
dards, later to become EuroNCAF| 
begin. 

2002 Finnish sausage heir Jussi 
Salonaja was caught driving at 
50mph in a 25 zone. He gets a 
salary-based fine of more than 
£ 120 , 000 . 

2003 It becomes illegal to use a 
hand-held mobile phone while 
driving. 

2010 A Swedish driver is 
detected at 180mph by a camera in 
Switzerland, leading to a fine of 
£538,000.

“I am not saying that I 
thought Lenny had won. Far 
from it, because the lad he 
was up against was a class 
act but to be told we had 
been beaten by that margin 
was hard to take. 

“I, personally, believe that 
it was because of who the lad 
was, what he has achieved 
and because he wore an 
England vest.” 

Robb added: “Lenny was a 
bit disheartened at the end, 
not because of his effort but 
because of the score. 

“He will come back and 
must remember how far he 
has come in the short time 
he has been with us at 
Shrewsbury ABC. 

“With a record of 20 wins 
from 25 contests he is now 
the reigning Midlands and 
North West area champion, 
only just losing, in my opin¬ 
ion, to one of the best box¬ 
ers out there in the world at 
his weight.” 


Chairman backs the boss to 
realise their joint ambitions 


DELIGHTED chairman Roland 
Wycherley believes Shrewsbury Town 
have the ideal man at the helm in Gra¬ 
ham Turner to drive them forward as 
they look to keep moving in the right 
direction. 

As he nears 16 years as chairman in 
July, lifelong supporter Wycherley out¬ 
lined his admiration in the manager 
and said he has total trust in Turner to 
keep the good times flowing at the 
Greenhous Meadow. 

Ambitious Wycherley admits his 
ultimate target is seeing Shrewsbury 
return to the Championship having 
followed the club from the terraces in 
the glorious decade Town spent at the 
second level of English football. 

He first came across Turner around 
that time in the late 1970s when the 
Town boss coached the amateur team 
he played for in Shrewsbury. 

Casting his mind back, Wycherley 
stressed how Turner quickly made a 
positive impression and he’s just 
pleased he finally managed to persuade 
the experienced boss to return to 
Shrewsbury two summers ago. 


“I used to play local football for Blue 
Triangle and Harlescott Athletic and 
Graham was the first professional who 
used to come and train us,” recalled 
Wycherley 

“Being amateurs, as we were, it 
would be straight into the White Horse 
for a drink after we had finished train¬ 
ing, but I noticed Graham was the only 
one who wouldn’t take an alcoholic 
drink on a Thursday before he played 
on a Saturday and that’s stuck in my 
mind ever since. ” 

Perseverance 

Wycherley readily admits he would 
have liked to have appointed Turner as 
his manager long before he finally got 
his wish - but his perseverance finally 
paid off. 

“He said he would like to have one 
more chance to get into the Champi¬ 
onship and he felt that together we 
could do that,” he said. 

Wycherley added: “I’m told we’re 
two strong characters. I don’t recog¬ 
nise that in myself but I recognise it in 
Graham. 


“I think we want the same thing and 
the desire for success for this football 
club is so strong in both of us.” 

The pair enjoy a healthy working rela¬ 
tionship as they plot to make the club 
competitive in League One next season. 

“We’ve never had an argument,” said 
Wycherley. “Everything he’s asked for 
I’ve given him. 

“He’s got a good coaching and scout¬ 
ing network. I trust him implicitly. 

“He selects the players, he settles on 
the wages, we talk about it and he goes 
ahead and does it. I’ve got every confi¬ 
dence in him and trust him.” 

As for the future, Wycherley insists 
Town can be optimistic as they look for¬ 
ward to life in the third tier for the first 
time in 15 years. 

He stressed: “The future, I think, is 
bright and the future for me is that I’ve 
got every faith in Graham. We just don’t 
want to be in there making up the num¬ 
bers. 

“I think we are a very strong League 
One club and I’ve always had an ambi¬ 
tion to get back into the Champi¬ 
onship. That’s where I want to be.”

“The first game we drew 1-1 with 
Plymouth and people thought what’s 
happening. 

“But things improved all the way 
through and last weekend it was just 
great to watch them seeing it home 
with a game to go.” 

Lloyd, famously hit on the head by a 
bouncer from West Indian great Mal¬ 
colm Marshall on his England Test 
debut in 1984, has fond memories of 
Graham Turner’s first successful spell 
as Town manager. 

And all these years on he remains a big 
admirer of the experienced Town boss. 

“I met Graham a bit when he was 
boss at Aston Villa and Wolves when I 


was playing cricket in Birmingham,” 
he said. “He’s a good bloke, knows 
what he’s doing and all you can do is 
trust in Graham Turner. 

“Without doubt, along with Arthur 
Rowley, he’s a Shrewsbury Town leg¬ 
end. 

“We’ve had a few along the way who 
were quite good too but Graham 
Turner is sensational. He’s got his way 
of playing, his way of managing and it 
works. 

“There’s no question the club can 
hold their own in League One next 
season and again we trust in Graham. 

“He’s got to buy a few new players 
and there are certain areas of the team 
he knows will need strengthening. 

Compete 

“League One’s more competitive 
and the budget of clubs like Charlton, 
Sheffield United and Sheffield 
Wednesday, the ones at the top, are 
way ahead of ours. 

“But the way things are going we 
can hold our own in League One and 
over the next couple of years maybe we 
can get back to where we were in the 
Championship the last time Graham 
was here.” 

Lloyd, for so many years a consis¬ 
tent opening batsman at Edgbaston, 
stressed Town’s promotion was the 
result of a great team effort but 
reserved special praise for central 
defensive duo Ian Sharps and Shane 
Cansdell-Sherriff. 

“They’re the two best central 
defenders in this division,” he said.

Lloyd, 55, has extra incentive for 
looking forward to life in League One 
as his partner is a season ticket holder 
at Coventry City, a club now on Town’s 
fixture list.

a treasure trove of fresh 
memories. 

As well as the feelgood fac¬ 
tor, the cup runs have also 
helped the club financially, 
raising the club’s profile and 
lifting the level of interest. 

This season, without 
doubt, has been Town’s best 
for many a long year, backed 
up by a record points tally 
for the club. 

Runs to round three of 
both the FA Cup and Carling 
Cup and, as for League Two, 
well, it’s been a joy to watch 
Turner’s stylish team 
repeatedly hit the heights to 
play their way up into a 
higher division. 

Turner has made a mock¬ 
ery of the pundits who say 
you cannot play good, attrac¬ 
tive, passing football in the 
fourth tier of English foot¬ 
ball.

THEY say you should never go back - but Graham Turner has glori¬ 
ously proved to be an emphatic exception to the rule. 

Football is littered with stories of players and managers who have returned to former 
clubs hoping to rework the magic of their first association only for the alliance second time 
around to fall decidedly flat. 

But that, he admits, was never a concern to Turner when he finally accepted Roland 
Wycherley’s invitation to return to the club where he cut his teeth as an up-and-coming 
player-manager in 1978. 

The Town chairman, a long-time admirer of Turner, has never hidden his admiration for 
Turner and if he had had his way, the reunion between the club’s most successful manager 
and Shrewsbury Town would have happened much, much earlier. 

But his perseverance finally paid off and when Turner was handed the opportunity of 
reviving Town’s fortunes two summers ago, it was an appointment universally welcomed 
by Shrewsbury supporters. 

It’s worth remembering 
that when Turner landed 
the job, he took over a club 
reeling from a season of 
under-achievement under 
Paul Simpson in which they 
languished well off the pro¬ 
motion pace in mid-table. 

Turner had hardly got his 
feet under his new desk in 
the Greenhous Meadow 
manager’s office when he 
lost the services of Kelvin 
Langmead and Terry Dun- 
field, two of the better per¬ 
formers in Simpson’s final 
campaign at the helm, to 
leave him with a threadbare 
squad. 

Astute 

That meant the experi¬ 
enced boss had less than two 
months to put a side 
together to make Town com¬ 
petitive again but, having 
drafted in his trusted right- 
hand man John Trewick, 
they quickly got to grips 
with building a team able to 
make Shrewsbury competi¬ 
tive again. 

He quickly made a host of 
astute raids on the transfer 
target, his first signing Ian 
Sharps promptly installed as 
captain, and setting the tone 
for what was to come. 

Mark Wright, a revelation 
with his goals from out wide, 
swiftly followed, and Town 
have not looked back since. 

Had it not been for a 
dreadful decision from infa¬ 
mous assistant referee 
Richard Wigglesworth to 
allow a Wycombe Wanderers 
goal that clearly wasn’t to 
stand last March, Town 
would have celebrated an 
instant promotion at the 
expense of the Chairboys 
who pipped them to third 
spot by a solitary point. 

As it was, Town suffered a 
hangover in the play-offs, 

Torquay deservedly beating 
them over two legs, but 
Turner, however great the 
sense of injustice at being 
denied promotion, had given 
Town - and the club’s loyal 


the most feared fortress in 
English football on the back 
of an astonishing 32-match 
unbeaten run, Town have 
repeatedly carved open visit¬ 
ing teams playing Turner’s 
tried and tested 4-4-2 forma¬ 
tion. 

He has also proved to have 
the Midas touch in the trans¬ 
fer market. 

Joe Jacobson, among the 
most consistent left backs in 
the division, and striker 
Terry Gornell, both 
recruited from unfashion¬ 
able Accrington Stanley last 
summer, have proved 
inspired recruits. 

Marvin Morgan has 
popped up with some vital - 
and memorable - goals, also 
proving to be the life and 
soul of the dressing room. 

Rewarded 

Nicky Wroe, a snip at 
£10,000 from Torquay 
United midway through last 
season, has emerged as a 
powerhouse in midfield, 
forming an excellent part¬ 
nership in the engine room 
with the supremely gifted 
Matt Richards. 

What a signing he has 
proved to be and Walsall’s 
loss has most certainly been 
Town’s huge gain with the 
class of Richards constantly 
shining through. 

But, for me, Turner’s two 
best signings, typical Turner 
signings you could say, has 
been West Midlands young¬ 
sters James Collins and Jer¬ 
maine Grandison. 

Spotted languishing in the 
reserves at Aston Villa and 
Coventry City respectively, 
Turner pounced and has 
been rewarded by two 
emerging talents who have

just got better and better as 
the season has developed. 

Grandison has become a 
cult hero with Town fans, no 
mean feat for a right back, 
while Collins has led the 
front line tremendously 
since the turn of the year, 
also popping up with some 
excellent goals. 

Both are sure to be on the 
radar of other clubs already, 
but they are two key men for 
Town and both hopefully 
have a major role to play in 
the club building on this sea¬ 
son’s success in League One 
next term. 

Speak to any of the play¬ 


ers, and their respect for the 
manager burns through. 

He clearly enjoys a good 
relationship with his play¬ 
ers, most of whom are young 
enough to be his grandchil¬ 
dren, and they have enjoyed 
learning from one of the 
masters of his trade. 

Turner richly deserves all 
the plaudits which continue 
to come his way. A proper 
footballing man, Town are 
fortunate to have such a 
widely respected boss at the 
helm. 

When he returned to the 
club two summers ago, 
Turner spoke of those hal¬ 


cyon days when Town, 
under his control, punched 
above their weight at the 
second level of English foot¬ 
ball. 

We all wondered whether 
those days would ever come 
back, but with Turner in 
charge, Shrewsbury’s grate¬ 
ful fans will feel anything is 
possible - and that is the 
biggest compliment to be 
paid to the 64-year-old from 
Ellesmere Port.

The appearance of manager 
Graham Turner, the messiah in 
the eyes of grateful Salopians, on 
the balcony as the party started, to 
address a sea of adoring blue-and- 
amber-clad disciples covering the 
pitch, was met with euphoria.

“It will be a challenge for them 
to go and face the challenge of first 
division football.”

II last weekend.
